Headland to Headland 


ATT SONG AND APPARENT- 
ly fruitless efforts to reach 
amicable agreement with the United 
States on the issue, Canada has fin- 
ally announced the baseline arrange- 
ments from which it will measure 
the 12-mile: fisheries limits estab- 
lished by Parliament in 1964, Not 
unexpectedly, the United States has 


objected to the headland-to-headland’ 


line now declared off the coast .of 
Labrador and on the east and south 
shores of Newfoundland. The United 
States objection merely confirms the 
attitude the Americans adopted 
during negotiations. 

When hope for agreement was 
finally abandoned, the Canadian gov- 
ernment took the position reportedly 
urged in Parliament. It has set its 
own lines to conform to Canadian in- 
terests, declining imposition_of Am- 
erican influence on what -is.a,Cana- 
dian responsibility. Asked how the 
country would enforce the decision, 
Mr. Paul Martin gave a straightfor- 
ward answer: the same way that it 
enforces other laws. 

‘American and presumably other 
interests are protected by.the Cana- 
dian law which recognizes. the his- 
toric rights of nationals of countries 
which have fished grounds that now 
will lie within the 12-mile limit. That 
protection, however, is tenuous on 
the basis of the Canadian under- 
standing that the rights will event- 
ually be phased out. 4 

Further delay in making public 
the principle on which baselines 
would be drawn would apparently 
have served little purpose. «Ample 
time has been given to discussions 
with American interests. Comprom- 
ise could not be reached.

The significance of the difference 
between American and Canadian in- 
terests is obvious. The baselines 
drawn from headland to headland 
along the coast will enclose bays, in- 
dentations and certain straits that 
had been accepted as international 
waters when only a three-mile ter- 
ritorial limit was recognized. Some 
of these waters would be at least 

fishermen if 
ea conformed 
withthe contours of the coast as the 
United States wants it to be. 

Pacific coast waters were not 
mentioned in yesterday’s announce- 
ment. The headland - to - headland 
principle has. been laid down. Con- 
ceivably on this coast field work to 
establish markers would require 
more time, and different conditions 
in fishing prevail from those in the 
east. Moreover, the British Colum- 
bia coastline is sandwiched between 
American territory in the states of 
Washington and Alaska, with the 
Alaska panhandle thrusting down 
from. the north. This geographic 
fact, along with joint Canadian-Am- 
erican conservation measures and 
concern for migrating salmon and 
halibut may influence the situation 
in the Pacific. 

The implication of “historic, 
rights” off British Columbia in wat- 
ers fished by Japanése and by Rus- 
sians could also be a matter of fur- 
ther study “atid negotiations. At all 
events, in the limits defined on the 


Atlantic, the government has stated”

E ANNOUNCED CLOSURE 

of Victoria Machinery Depot 
shipbuilding operations after more 
than a century of launchings here 
is a sad event in local industry but 
a-reluctant recognition of the eco- 
nomic forces of our era. 

In: recent decades, naval con- 
struction and refitting have been 
the stand-bys of Pacific coast ship- 
building, along with other major or- 
ders for provincial government fer- 
ries. But the latter fleet is relative- 
ly complete until new business 
makes expansion necessary, and the 
federal government has been in- 
creasingly opposed to letting large- 
scale contracts in the West where 
costs of steel and labor are substan- 
tially higher than in Eastern Cana- 
dian yards. 

Naval contracts on the Pacific 
Coast inevitably carried a sizable 
subsidy and heavy pressure to re 
duce government: spending was a 
factor in reducing local orders. The 
arguments for placing naval con- 
tracts here, apart from the acknowl- 
‘edged excellence of local workman- 
ship, had to be other. than economic: 
the social consideration of maintain- 


ing jobs for a sizable number of- 


trained workers, the defence consid- 
eration of keeping yards in existence

While these factors are still part 
of the picture, it appears that the 
foreseeable future holds no prospect 
of government orders for ships and 
it is hardly feasible for a large plant 
to continue to keep staff and equip- 
ment in idleness. The personal 
tragedy which the closure will mean 


“for many local families should not 


be overlooked by this community. 


On the other hand there is hope 
that the initiative and imagination 
that have marked VMD manage- 
ment in recent years may result in 
continued growth of the industrial 
engineering operations of the firm 
and so provide jobs for many of the 
displaced workers. There should be 
wider scope, too, for the two remain- 
ing Pacific coast shipyards of Yar- 
rows and Burrard Drydock. An 
ironic aspect of the closure is that 
Seattle yards are reportedly choked 
with naval orders but suffer a scar- 
city of workers.

A Glimmer of Hope From the Desperation of Refugees 


NITED Nations diplomats believe 
there may, at very long last, be a 
glimmer of hope in one of the saddest 
human tragedies of our times: the 
Palestine refugee problem. Paradoxic- 
ally, the element of 
hope springs in part 
from the June. 5-10 
war which, for the 
short run, has made 
the problem vastly 
worse,“ adding 239,000 
new refugees and up- 
rooting once again 
116,000 victims of the 
1948 war. The latter 
group are homeless 
for the second time 


in their lives. 
The very desperation of these new 


refugees—the fact that, despite an 
extraordinary international effort . at 
relief, they face winter’s rigors in flimsy 
tents or less, with little but rags on their 
backs, few blankets and near-starvation 
rations—has begun to jolt governments 
which have kept the problem frozen for 
nearly 20 years. 

If there is no solution, thousands of 
people could die. This stark proposition, 
with all it could mean for the personal 
and political standing of Ara> and Israeli 
leaders, means there has to be a change. 

Both the Arabs and Israel have 
played power politics with the suffering 
of these people. 


Rigid Stand 


On the Arab side, rigidity has 
consisted of refusing any solution short 
of repatriation, or the free option of 
repatriation, for every one of the 1.5 to 2 
million people involved. 

Action by the UN to. help individual 
refugees make a new and better life for 
themse'ves has, in the past, often been 
resisted on the ground that it might 


release pressure for repatriation. 

Thus hundreds of - thousands of 
potentially productive people have been 
left to rot in the. demoralizing atmos- 
phere of idleness, resentment and 
dependence on a dole. 

For the same reason, Arab govern- 
ments have refused to let refugees be 
compensated for lost property in what is 
now Israel. This, too, might seem to 
represent abandonment of the right to go 
home. 


Notably Humane 


These attitudes began to erode before 
the. June war,According to the latest UN 
Relief and Works Agency (UNRWA) 
report, covering July 1, 1966, to June 30 
1967, Arab states mow are taking a 
“notably humane and helpful” attitude 
toward rehabilitation of the refugees 
“through education, training and 
employment.” 

Since June, there is even said to be, 
well below the surface, a trend toward 


acceptance of compensation for lost 
property, without thereby prejudicing the 
refugees’ right to return home. 

Few would admit it publicly, but 
more and more of the “old” 1948 
refugees are said to be opting, in their 
hearts, for resettlement and compensa- 
tion. 


Many Would Stay 

Experts believe that if someone were 
to announce next week that buses would 
be available to take back to Haifa and 
Jaffa all who wished to go, a surprising 
number might reply in effect that their 
son had married in the next village, that 
they had a job, that others of their 
children were in school, and that they 
would prefer to stay where they were, 
receiving a fair settlement for their lost 
property. 

The UN Palestine Conciliation Com- 
mission (POC) has made a quiet survey 
of the value of this lost property. The 
estimates have never been made public, 
but are understood to be in the general 


_ Paying for 


Roland Parenteau, director-general of 
the Quebee economic advisory council, 
reiterated at the convention of credit 
unions that the shortage of skilled labor 
is one of the factors that has hurt us 
most in the past.

But Israel is under great pressure 
from the UN, from friendly govern- 
ments, and from. world opinion to make 
a forthcoming gestyre, and private

have not been entirely unpromising. 

Efforts to score a refugee break- 
through are part of larger negotations on 
a withdrawal of Israeli troops from 
territory conquered last June. 

‘Phese negotiations continue to be 
caught up in a maze of political 
complications, and have been made 
immensely more difficult by sinking of 
the Israeli destroyer Elath and Israel's 
reprisal shelling of Suez. 

But_itis something that there should 
be any hope at all. Perhaps the June war 
will yet prove to have had this 
compensation: that it reawakened the 
conscience of the world community.

Out at Fort Rodd Hill Park there are 
some very interesting things to see,

The aspens there are in full color. 
Their white trunks and golden leaves are 
very pleasing to the eye. 

The well-kept open grassy places in 
emerald: green provide a background of 
tranquillity for the old buildings of a past 
age, lending the scene an atmosphere of 

Down the trail to the beach there are 
some willows that have already put forth 
their buds. Soon they will show the 
“pussy willows”’. 

Stop and look at the old fort's 
concrete walls. You w-!l find many kinds 
of lichens growing there, and in some 
places the mosses have taken hold. 

As you turn to go along the beach you 
can see the bare trunks of the Douglas 
Maple that stand out in a fan-like 
formation. These trees have lost their 
leaves, while the broad-leaf maples are 
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still holding theirs, waiting for frost to 
send them scattering down. 
Go out to the old lighthouse and look 


_ at the rock on which it was built. There 


are some excellent glacier scores there, 
while the surface is still smooth and has 
not yet been invaded by the lichens and 
mosses. . 

Out on what was a smail island there 
are many miniature gardens of lichens 
clustered in the shelter of a crevice. One 
can find tiny leaves of some flowering 
plant established among them. 

On the higher wind-and-wave-exposed 
rock you can find the beautiful orange 
lichen that can stand the salty spray and 
flourish in the open. :

HTS OF THE WEEK

The worst: flareup of fight- 
ing in the Middle East since 
the war last June gave new 
urgency this week to talks at 
the United Nations aimed at 
bringing about a final peace 
settlement. 

The latest crisis_was ignited 
when Egypt sank the Israeli 
destroyer Elath in the Medi- 


terranean off the entrance to, 


the Suez Canal. The Egyptians 
claimed the Elath. was: inside 
their 12mile territorial 
waters; Israel maintained she 
was 14 miles offshore. 

In any case the. Egyptians 
sent the Elath to the. bottom 


with Soviet-supplied missiles 
fired from a 160-ton rocket 
attack boat. It marked the 


first use of this newest type of 
sea warfare in actual combat. 

An Israeli casualty toll for 
the Elath listed 19 dead, 91 
wounded and 28 missing. 

Israeli retaliation for the 
sinking was predicted and it 
was not long: in coming, 

An artillery duel “erupted 
Tuesday at the southern end 
of the canal which wiped out 
an Egyptian oil refinery and 
storage tanks: in the city of 
Suez. 

Huge fires started by the 
Israeli shells are estimated to 
have destroyed three-quarters 
of Egypt’s domestic oil 
supplies. 

As usual each side accused 
the other of opening fire first. 

Besides her great material 
losses Egypt claims 16 per- 
sons were killed and 100 in- 
jured, most of them civilians, 
in the bombardment. 

Egypt went immediately to 
the UN Security Council de- 


nding a “resolution” con- 
demning Israeli aggression 
and forcing her to pay 
reparations; 

The Egyptian stand was put 
‘before the Council in a Soviet 
motion, while the U.S. 
countered with a resolution to 
condemn ‘“‘any and all’ viola- 
tions of the ceasefire. 

A compromise resolution 
finally approved by the Coun- 
cil merely expressed regret 
over casualties and property 
damage and appealed to both 
Israel and the Arab states to 
“cease immediately all pro- 
hibited military activities in 
the area and to co-operate 
fully and promptly"’ with UN 
peace observers. 


Britain was dealt another 
setback this week in her long 
and frustrating campaing to 
gain admission to the Euro- 
pean Common Market. 

The ECM council of minis- 
ters “meeting in Luxembourg 
adjourned discussion on the 
application until its next 
meeting Nov. 20 in. Brussels. 
There was widespread pessi- 
mism after France took an 
uncompromisingly hard 
stance against British 
membership at this time. 

French Foreign Minister 
Couve de Murville laid down a 
number of pre-conditions 
which would seem impossible 
for Britain to meet. De 
Murville said Britain must 
first put its economy in order 
and abandon the pound as an 
international reserve currency 
even before negotiations can 
begin. 


U.S. air raids on North 
Vietnam reached a new peak 
of intensity during the week 
following a tough speech by 
President Johnson -declaring 
that he’s in the war to stay. 

Johnson- spoke. after a 
massive weekend protest in 
Washington during which 679 
persons were arrested on the 
grounds of the Pentagon. 

Most of the demonstrators 
were draft-age youths and the 
student protest against the 
war spread during the week 
on a number of campuses. 
Target of some violent opposi- 
tion were personnel recruiters 
from a chemical firm which 
manufactures napalm for the 
government. 

In the air war the US. 
‘bombed a power plant in the 
middle of Hanoi and also 
North Vietnam's. biggest air 
base at Phuc Yen, 18. miles 
northwest of Hanoi. U.S. plane 
losses were heavy. 


Elsewhere; 

New Brunswick voters re- 
turned the Liberal _govern- 
ment of Premier Louis 
Robichaud with a reduced 
majority over the Conserva- 
tives.

the Crystal Garden for the first decade 
following its opening should be floating now in 
a sea of melancholy at the 3 
prospect of the pool’s 
approaching demise.

The problem, as I see it, is one 
of economics and current requirements for the 
vastly inicreased local population of human 
tadpoles; fingerlings and bigger fish. 

But if the old place goes, a lot of us will 
have our memories.

Vincent J. “Dick” Dunn, who encouraged 
mein the. sport and who was the Western 
Canadian rating authority on diving when I 
was a kid, gave a lot of advice to the CPR 
when it planned the Garden. He had his 
problems. The concept of a swimmiing-pool had 
only begun to emerge from the British 
stereotype of the ‘“‘bath’”—a place where you 
learned. to swim, usually breast stroke—that 
ran ‘from a depth of a couple of feet at the 
shallow end to six feet at the other. 

Dick did his best to have facilities adapted 
to diving. He persuaded the builders to provide 
nine feet of water under the springboards. 
Nine feet is about four feet less than current 
standards.” 

And he was able to convince the sponsors of 
the merits. of the 50-yard pool—''the biggest 
enclosed saltwater pool in the world.” 

Before the. Crystal, Audrey Griffin, Tom 
Wellburn, Dave Barclay, Kathy Weflfburn and 
Gus.

These were highlights of history under. the 
glass roof-on Douglas Street. With them, in 
popular appreciation, rank teaching sessions 
for thousands of little people who learned to 
swim at the Garden, happy” recreational 
activity in the water, gay. and spectacular 
extravaganzas.

If we are engaged in a war 
that is unwinnable and, in 
fact, interminaijle, then we 
have made a colossal stra- 
tegic mistake. We: have 
blundered ever more deeply 
into the quagmire by persist- 
ing in our mistake. ~ 


In order to extricate our- 
selves we shall have to 
correct the mistake. This 


cannot be done by giving the 
air force a free hand or by 
sending to Gen: Westmoreland 
another few hundred thousand 
men.—If—we—cannot—win—or. 
accomplish our purposes by 
fighting a land war in Asia, 
the mistake can be corrected 
only by making it our de- 
clared policy. to pull our 
forces back to territory which 
is separated from the main- 
land by blue water. 

This analysis points to 
Australia and New Zealand as 
the proper forward base of 
American power in the South 
Pacific. To those who . are 
startled by the idea of pulling 
‘pack from the Vietnamese 
mainland to reliable and 
defensible island territory, I 
would plead that they give 
this idea a careful. hearing. It 
offers big advantages. 


Frivolous 


An American decision . to 
adopt a new Pacific strategy 
will remove the essential 
issue which makes the war 
interminable. An American 
decision to pull back to 
Australia will not only end the 
war if} Vietnam, but it will 
remove any near- prospect of 
war with Red China. It will 
make the terms and condi- 
tions of the pullback, which 
would inevitably take some 
years, the subject of the 
negotiations for which we are 
asking. 

It is not necessary to labor 
on how much easier, cheaper 
and more secure would be a 
South. Pacific base in 
Australia than it can ever be 
in Indochina. 

The controlling fact 
the Chinese and Vietnamese 
military forces is that they 
can march but cannot swim. 
They have no sea power and 
the United States is a very 
great sea power. If they could 
invade and conquer Australia 
against our navy and air 
force, they could blockade 
Saigon and destroy our power 
in South Vietnam. 


On any calculation of 
forces, Australia and New 
Zealand can be made _ in- 
vulnerable. 

There is, of course, the 


Chinese nuclear power. But 
we must remember that the 
American position in South 
Vietnam offers no defence 
against Chinese huclear 
weapons. F 

As a matter of fact, South 
Vietnam is completely vul- 
nerable and is an attractive 
target if nuclear weapons 
were brought into play. The 
real defence against Chinese 
nuclear power i§. not in 
Vietnam nor in Australia, but 
in the strategy of deterrence. 


Closes Issue 


The rhetorical claim. that if 
Americans do not stand fast 
in South Vietnam they shall 
have to fight in. Hawaii or 
even in California seems to be 
a frivolous insult to the U.S. 
Navy. It is, however, fair to 
ask whether from a_ strong- 
hold in Australia we can exert 


as..much influence in South 
Asia as from Saigon and 
Danang. 

If influence means. that 


American officials can order 
the natives around, the 
answer is that to pull back to 
Australia is to accept the fact 
that the era of ordering 
natives around is over. -and 
that policies and purposes 
must be implemented to non- 
military means —by. trade 
agreements, cultural inte r- 
course, diplomatic dealings 
and propaganda. 

Not only would this decision 
remove the most immediate 
threat of war with the Chinese 
and the Vietnamese, but it 


would remove the main con- | 
flict of interest between -the | 


United States and the Soviet 
Union. In North Vietnam we 
dre attacking territory which 
the Soviet Union is bound to 
regard as its responsibility, In

An American decision >to 
pull back from the mainland 
would transform our relations 
with the rest of the world. We 
would have removed the bone 
of contention with world 
opinion, which is the almost 
universal fear that we are 
intending to establish an 
imperial position on the 
borders of China. 

If we scotch that fear, we 
may confidently expect to find 
willing and friendly sup- 
porters_and helpers in the 
difficult and delicate negotia- 
tions which will be required to 
work out the political and 
military terms and conditions 
of the great strategic opera- 
tion. 


Admit Error 


In arguing that we can 
correct our mistake in Viet- 
nam by redeployment of our 
military forces in the South 
Pacific, I realize how much 
all of us hate to admit that we 
have rade a mistake and that 
we must pull back rather than 
push forward. But it is. not 
possible to make an omelette 
without breaking eggs. 

The egg we will have to 
break in order to repair the 
mistake of 1965 is to admit 
that we have involved. our- 
selves in a war that we 
cannot win, Then, while we 
are still the most powerful 
and the richest country in the 
world, we will have found that 
we were not all that powerful. 
If that hurts our pride, it will 
be food for our souls, 

It will do us good to learn 
humility. We will be wiser for 
it, if less inflated.

But this time, monetary 
policy. has been exhausted as 
an anti-inflationary instr u- 
ment and only, some 
politically-painful expenditure 
cutting .by the government 
will help, The fact that this 
forced exercise in political 
churlishness happens to 
coincide both with an’ un- 
certain leadership ‘situation 
and a 7 per cent drdp in the 
party’s popularity isn’t mak- 
ing the process any easier. 


More Money 


The root of' the trouble is: 
that the Bank of Canada has 
been increasing thé nation’s 
money supply at an un- 
precedented rate (11.3 per 
cent since the beginning of the 
year). Governor Louis Ras- 
minsky felt compelled to do 
this in an attempt to hold 
down interest rates. 

Unlike the politicians, he 
wants to maintain lower 
interest rates so that Ameri- 
can investment funds don't 
suddenly gush across. the 
border, breaking our reserve 
agreement with the U.S., 
which in turn, would cut off 
our access to the New York 
money market. 

The strategy hasn’t worked. 
Despite the higher money 
supply, interest rates have 
shot up anyway. At the same 
time, investors have this year 
divested themselves of $502 
millions in government bond 
holdings, and for the first 
time in many. years Ottawa 
is having genuine trouble fi- 
nancing itself. 

The only recourse has -been 


the billion-dollar cost-cutting 
operation which has occupied 
most of the cabinet’s. time 
during the past two weeks. If 
it isn’t successful both in 
reactivating the market for 
government securities and 
halting the spiral of interest 
rates, a hefty tax increase 
before the end of 1967 will be 
inevitable. 

In its search for expenditure 
items to’cut, the government 
has been under tremendous 
pressure to forego its com- 
mitment to launch a national 
medicare program by July 1, 
1968. This is not really an 
inflationary budget item, be- 
cause from the start of the 
meditare debate, the govern- 
ment indicated it would 
accompany -introduction of the 
program with higher taxes to 
pay for, it. 

Despite protestations that 
they are determined to begin 
medicare as promised, the 


federal_ government may ,still_ 


find a way of ireducing its 
commitment. 


December Meet 


A conference of federal and 
provincial finance ministers is 
planned for December. Six 
provinces have already indi- 
cated publicly (and two 
privately) that they’re just as 
strapped for funds as Ottawa 
and would prefer a medicare 
extension. 

One compromise already 
under consideration would 
have all the provinees—pass 
enabling medicare legislation, 
with implementation staged 
out over .the next five years.

By July 1 of next year, for 
example, only Canadians over 
the age of 65 would become 
eligible; the following year, 
expectant mothers and their 
habies, and so on. Quebec for 
one. is known to favor this 
approach. 

Much of the blame for the 
government's budgetary prob- 
lems has been placed on the 
rush into welfare state 
measures, but recent figures 
don’t support that argument. 

Family allowance payments 
have levelled off, because’ of 
the declining birth rate. Old 
age security, ‘the guaranteed 
old age supplement, and the 
€anada Pension Plan are all 
large payments, but they’re 
self-financed, non-budgetary 
items. 


Fast Growth 


Government expenditures 
which have really been grow- 
mg fast include -ARDA, ‘the 
manpower training schemes, 
“he health resources fund and 
the various productivity-induc- 
ing programs of the depart- 
ment of industry. 

The real problem is that 
governments have tried to do 
too much at one time. This 
has partly been due to the 
opportunism which has made 
politicians believe they can 
spend their way into power. 

Unfortunately, the politicans 
have not been able to discover 
or articulate any definable ‘set 
of national goals, beyond the 
vague feeling that they should 
try to make all Canadians 
prosperous and happy. 

That’s a laudable notion, but 
it's not precise enough to 
inspire any set of priorities in 
the nation’s spending 
patterns,

To Pep Up Investor Interest 


FREDERICTON — A Cana- 
dian Mortgage Exchange is 
under consideration by the 
National House Builders Asso- 
ciation according to NHBA 
president W. G., Conelly, of 
Ottawa. 

Mr. Connelly said that such 
an exchange could bring new 
investors into the residential 
mortgage field.

QUIZZING THE GARDENER

Q. When is the correct time 
to prune the’ Japanese 
Quince or “Japonica’’?—Mrs.

A. The Japanese Quince

Leat Vengeance Too Costly 


~ So Put That Match Away

The gardener, chasing wet 
leaves across a windy garden, 
has -very different thoughts. 

After expending time and 
energy to gather sufficient 
leaves to .

Leafmould, as anyone 
knows who has a set of good 
indoor-outdoor gardening 
books, is worth its weight in 
dollar bills. It is humus of the 
finest form minus unpleasant 
odor and weed seeds. 

When we speak about 
humus we are not alluding to 
plant food. Humus is food for 
the soil, fertilizer is food for 
plants. 

e 


While the two are quite 
distinct in their properties and 
their purpose, the éffective- 
ness of fertilizer is dependent 
on the amount of humus in 
the soil. 

The mechanical condition, 
or texture, of soil also 
depends on its humus content, 
as does its water-holding 
capacity during periods with- 
out rain. 

Both the growth and the 
general health of plants are 
better in a humusy soil, and 
good growth and good health 
less trouble from 
diseases and pests. Humus is 
more than just “beneficial” in 
a garden, it is an essential 
factor in plant life. 

Where does the 
get humus? 

One source is leaves, the 
leaves that fall from his trees 
and his neigh>ors’ trees. 


& 

A-common belief is that 
leaves take an endless time to 
rot down. 

This is true to some extent 
when thrown loosely in a 
heap, but when placed in a 
rough enclosure and tramped 
down every day until the air 
is excluded and the pile solid, 
decomposition is as rapid as 
any compost heap. 

Children love to romp on 
top of leaves, and with a little 
guidance they do a wonderful 
job of compacting the mass. 

The addition of a little soil 
among the layers, an oc- 
casional sprinkling of ferti- 
lizer or compost activator, 


gardener 


,and a dusting of lime here 


and there as the heap is built, 
all help to hasten the produc- 
tion of valuable leafmould. 


e 

Leaves contain very little in 
the way of plant foods, and as 
far as the home gardener is 
concerned their humus value 
far outweighs their food 
value. 

Discarded oak leaves con- 
tain more usable food than 
leaves from other trees -grow- 
ing in this area, and the beech 
ranks second. 

Fallen leaves in the wrong 
place can do more harm than 
good. 

As explained in a previous 
column, a few loose leaves 
trapped by cut-down stems of 
herbaceous perennials can be 


a form of protection, but a | 


mass of wet leaves lying on 
dormant plants will cause the 
crowns to rot away in our 
coastal climate. 

Wet leaves lying on coni- 


fers, especially the spreading 
junipers, will’ cause a dis- 
coloration of the foliage in a+ 
few days and rotting of the 
covered area if not promptly 
removed. 

The same applies to rock 
garden plants. In fact, fallen 
leaves are the nightmare of

Trregularitiés-in lawn can be 
top dressed with fine soil now. 
Grass will come through 
dressing one-half inch deep. If 
deeper, reseed. 

Finish plantings of herba- 
ceous. perennials before start- 
ing on tree and shrub plant- 
ings. 

If dahlias still not lifted, cut 
tubers. Dry upside down to 
back -stems and -dig the 
drain hoflow stems of 
moisture. Store in cool, dry 
place free of frost. 

Plant garlic now for good 
erop next summer. This can 
only be done in sandy or light 
well-drained soil. 

Sow the few dwarf broad 
beans.

Importance of Air Arm in War 
Evident as Navies Threatened 


A HISTORY OF CANA- 
DIAN NAVAL AVIATION, by 
J. D. F. Kealey and E. C. 
Russell; Queen’s Printer,

By a somewhat broken 
lineage,, Canadian naval 
aviation traces its ancestry 
back to the end of the Great 
War when two air service 
bases became operational at 
Dartmouth and North Sydney, 
N.S. 

Manned mostly by Ameri- 
can personnel, flying craft 
which skimmed along, at 60 
m.p:h, for all of four or five 
hours, the bases were shut 
down after the Armistice. 

Although the R.C.A.F. got 

its start in 1924, those inter- 
ested in naval aviation had to 
glean such information as 
they could from the experi- 
ences of the air arm of the 
R.N. and U.S.N. 
“ Consequently at the out- 
break of war in 1939, the Air 
Arm of the Royal Canadian 
Navy was non-existent, 


eS 

However, the importance of 
air power to the fleet soon 
made itself manifest, Sut the 
German U-boats had com- 
mand of the Atlantic almost 
within their grasp before 
Canada decided to act. 

It was not until the Spring 
of 1944 “that a significant 
number of R.C.N. personnel 
began to train in two British 
converted aircraft carriers, 
H.M.8. Nabob and -H.M.S. 
Puncher. 

By the end of the year both 
ships had been in action, and 
the Puncher especially had an 
active time of it until V. EF. 
Day. when it became a pro 
tem troop ship. ‘ 

In “December, 1945, the 
Royal Canadian Navy Air 
Arm was formed, and since 
that time the Warrior, 
Magnificent and Bonaventure 
have served Canada’s naval 
pilots. The latter, with its 
steam catapult, angled deck, 
and various other modern 
features, was the first carrier 
Canada owned outright. 

This history, written by 
authors who had full access to 
primary as well as secondary 
sources, and accompanied by 
an enviable number of photo- 
graphs, should be well re- 
ceived by anyone who served 
In the R.C.N, 


For the general public, 
however, the detail and 
minutae. adout the . various 
carriers and H,.M.C.S, Sher- 
water, the main naval air 
arm base, tends to be boring. 


The number of miles flown, 
landings made, knots 
steamed, buildings con- 
structed, tonnages lifted, ports 
visited and so forth may bring 
back fond memories to those 
who served at the time, but 
this list becomes extremely 
tedious to landlubbers. 


The text is not made 
interesting by any attempt to 
fit in the carriers’ task with 
Canadian naval or defence 


policy except in rare in- 
stances. 
I, for one, would like to 


know just what the capabili- 
ties of a modern carrier 
would be in wartime, and how 
it functions in relation to the 
restof the fleet. — 

One cannot end a comment 
on this volume. without 
admiring. the. photographs. 
They are excellent, as are the 
numerous appendices giving 
details of commanding 
officers, details of aircraft, 
éte. At five dollars this well 
published book is a bargain 
and would make a welcome 
gift to naval veterans or 
servicemen.

The book’s best moments are those most suited 
to the narrative’s tableau style:.a hurried and secret * 
journey over the ice-covered Gulf of Finland at 
night, or the assassination of the minister of the 
interior, where all the actors are transfixed at the 
point of the shot, and we:are allowed to linger over 
the look on the face of the assassin and over the 
group that surrounds the dying man.

The trouble with choosing a 
sensational murder case for 
treatment in a novel is that 
Vital information will not be 
available to the novelist, 
unless, of course, the guilty 
ones are prepared to confess 
everything. 

Unlike Truman Capote who 
wrote In Cold Blood with the 
help of fhe killers, Emlyn 
Williams got™“no co-operation 
from Moors murderers Ian 
Brady and Myra Hindley. 

On such crucial questions 
as, what were the‘ circum- 
stances. of twelve-year-old 
John Kilbride’s death? And, 
how. many more victims are 
buried on Saddleworth Moor? 
they have maintained a dour 
silenc®, 

This refusal to fill in the 
blanks. has forced Mr. Wil 
liams to reconstruct from his 
imagination.large parts of this 
frightful story>Beyond Belief: 
A Chronicle of Murder and Its 
Detection is therefore a 
curious mixture of fact and 
fiction. 

The illegitimate son of a 
Glasgow waitress, Brady was 
a ‘loner’ at school and before 
the age of ten had burned a 
live cat for “kicks,’” . 


After moving to _Man- 
chester, he dabbled in petty 
crime and as a result spent 
his eighteenth birthday in 
Borstal. 

“= Rétreating more and more 
inté himself, Brady turned to 
literature: His library in- 
cluded, Mein Kampf, The 
History of Torture and 
Cruelty, Erotica, Erotica, and 
the Marquis de Sade’s Justine. 

In January, 1961, Brady 
and-Hindley met at Millward's 
Soap Factory in Gorton. Soon 
they became lovers and she 
began to sharehis obsession 
with pornography and sadism. 

Normal: sexual intercourse 
became dull as did porno- 
graphic pictures and the study 
of sado-masochistic practices, 
and Brady began to crave 
human victims to satisfy his 
sadistic urges. 

At this point the pair began 
to scour the streets in their 
mini-van, A month after John 
Kil} bride’s —mysterious dis- 
appearance, “in November, 
1964, ten-year-old 
Downey was abducted from a 
fair ground, bundled into the 
mini-van, and driven away to 
be photographed in various 
positions, assaulted, and later 
buried on Saddleworth Moor. 


Typically, Brady’s tape 
recorder (later recovered by 
the police) had been used to 
record for ‘kicks’ the agony of 
the child’s last hours. 

Between killings, life at the 
couple’s ‘tenement house in 
Manchester went on as usual, 

Hindley’s grandmother con- 
tinued to live in her room 
upstairs mercifully unaware 
of the gruesome events taking 
place in the -living room 
(Gran slept through it all’’), 
and the lovers continued to 
make regular trips to their 


favorite beauty spot — 
Saddleworth Moor. 

But for the testimony of 
David Smith, Hindley’s 


brother-in-law, who witnéssed 
the ghastly axe slaying of 
seventeen- year-old Eddy 
Evans (‘the messiest yet’), 
there . is..every .reason to 
believe that. Brady and

society that go to create such 
human monsters. 

“We all-too-readily comfort 
ourselves by believing there 
can be no such thing as 
wickedness: that.there is.only 
‘sickness’ — that is, a thing 


.for which the subject bears no 


responsibility. I believe that 
some of us are, or can be, 
fairly wicked: and I have 
tried to examine whether 
there are things which may 
encourage us in wickedness; 
or else break down those 
proper inhibitions which have 
hitherto kept the tendency to 
it under restraint.” 

Unlike Williams’ps y cho- 
logical analysis, this is a 
sociological study, and Miss 
Johnson's achievement lies in 
her penetrating and sugges- 
tive analysis of present day 
attitudes to violence and 
suffering. 


Like Emlyn‘ Williams, she 
attaches great importance to. 
the ethnic codes of Brady and 
Hindley, but she also tries to 
establish. a connection 
between the type of films and 
books favored by the couple 
and the moral climate of our 
‘Permissive’ society. 


Like Mr. Williams, too, she 
takes another look at the 
problem of punishment, but 
can offer no solution. Both 
Beyond Belief and On Iniquity 
pose the same question. 


If they cannot be hanged, 
what is to be done with Tan 
Brady and Myra Hindley? 

Because of attacks made on 
him by fellow prisoners (the 
usual fate of child killers), 
Brady has requested and been 
granted. solitary confinement 
in Durham Prison, 

A few weeks ago Myra 
Hindley made’ the same 
request after she had been 


in London's Holloway Prison. 
And there is no reason to 
think that public opinion in 
Britain will ever allow the 
release of the Moors murder- 
ers.

The operatic excerpts 
though entertaining as ex- 
cerpts, proved little more 
than a curtain-raiser, for the 
more professional part of the 
program, the play-reading. \) 

Peggy. Walton Packard as 
Donna Elvira and Zerlina 
sang with sympathy and skill 
though her full-scale tones 
suffered from the very small 
stage and low-ceilinged room, 

Only her sensitive interpre- 
tation as Donna Elvira made 
that role creditable; and when 
she donned the rather obvious- 
ly peasant costume of Zerlina, 
even her most valiant efforts 
could not make her casting in 
that role believable, 


COMIC PART 


Norman Tyrrell wisely 
played Don Giovanni as a 
wholly comic part and sang it 
with-robust good humor, while 
John Bray performed an 
appealingly timid Leporello. 

This operatic rendition 
though worthwhile vocally lost 
considerably by being staged 
at such close quarters to’ the 
audience. 

Although play-readings in 
public are always rather 
suspect entertainment, Shaw 
has so often been accused of 
being a talkative philosopher 


rather than a true dramatist, 
that any play of his, and 
particularly this encounter 
and discussion in hell, is, 
perhaps, more suitably read 
than acted. 

As movements on stage 


while a book is consulted, can 
never look completely free or 
convincing, there was a sug- 
gestion of slighly awkward 
groping until the four actors 
were in their places. 

Of the four performers, 
Vivienne Chadwick as Donna 
Anna had apparently prepared 
the text most fully and 
brought it most nearly to ‘a 
dramatic role. She read her 
lines with all the authority of 
a full stage presentation with 
only very occasiorial Tapses. 


CONVINCING DEVIL 
A very convincing Devil, 
Peter Mannering took full 


advantage of the set which 
gave him a_ natural 
from which to expound. At 
every opportunity he en- 
livened his reading by  ju- 
dicious use.-of gestures and 
dramatic pauses and hesita~ 
tions. 

The .part of Don Juan, 
certainly. the most taxing of 
the four was played by 
Anthony Jenkins. 

This role, because of the 
fast pace at which it must be 
read to ‘be convincing, -re- 
quires greater familiarity 
with the text than Anthony 
Jenkins seemed to have. 
‘Though his dramatic skill and 
well-trained voice brought out 
all ‘the fascination of Shaw's 
characterisation, occasional 
momentary, searchings 
blurred the effect from time 
to time and reminded © the 
audience thathe was, after 
all, only reading the part 

John Martin's interpretation 
of the Commander's role had 
all-the ponderous dignity and 
shallow sentimentality that 
the part required. 


LIVELY SHOW 

The voices of all four actors 
were pleasantly contrasted 
and the relaxed yet lively 
production did justice to the 
irrepressible Shaw. 

The audience thoroughly en- 
joyed the play-reading and 
though they applauded the 
actors it was really Shaw 
himself, whose_ revealing 
satire and startling wit still 
shocks and amuses, who car- 
Tied off the largest bouquet.

-On-‘‘Pizza- 
Rizza,” one of the largest 
nude’s breasts appears to 
pulsate and shimmy on the 
picture surface, provocative 
and amusing, 

The composition having the 
most impact is one involving 
a montage of violence.

New Laws for __. 


CONSUMER PROTECTION 


effective January 1st, 1968 


The new British Columbia Consumer Protection Act 
helps everyone who buys on credit or borrows money 


Purpose of Act and regulations 

The Consumer Protection Act and regula- 
tions seek to provide safeguards to the person 
purchasing on credit or borrowing money by 
requiring uniform disclosure of the cost of 
credit so as to make valid comparisons of 


—credit costs possible, 


The ‘Act and regulations are designed to 
require all the costs to be incurred by a 
borrower of money or a purchaser of goods 
on time to be expressed to him by the credit 
grantor or seller of the goods in terms of an 
annual percentage rate and a total dollar 
sum.* Moreover, the rate and the other 
matters required to be disclosed must be dis- 
closed PRIOR to the transaction being en- 
tered upon, so as to permit the consumer to 
shop for the best credit rates possible, just as 
he shops for any other commodity. 


* Except that registration fees are not included in 
computing the rate, nor is the cost of insurance on 
the loan or the goods if the insurance is placed_by the 
Jender at the express request of the borrower. 


Buying goods on credit 

The new laws help the buyer in all time- 
payment transactions by requiring that, be- 
fore credit is given, the buyer be provided with 
a clear; written statement showing:— 

« the cash price of the goods or services; 

e the amount of any down-payment or 
trade-in; 

e the difference between the cash price of 
the goods and services and the amount 
of any down-payment or trade-in; 
the amount of the total credit finance 
charges on the balance to be paid, ex- 
pressed both in dollars and cents and as 
an annual percentage rate; 

e the amount of any charges for insurance 
or official fees required to be paid under 
any Federal or Provincial statute; 

@ the basis on which additional charges are 
to be made if the buyer should fall be- 
hind in his payments, 

Borrowing money 

As in the case of buying goods on credit, 
the borrower must be given, prior to the 
making of the loan, a writtenstatement show- 
ing the amount to be actually received in cash; 
the cost of borrowing, expressed both in 
dollars and cents and as an annual percentage 
tate; any charges for insurance or official fees; 
the rate and intervals at which the money must 
be repaid; and any charges in the event of 
default on payments. 


Prepayment 


If a borrower or —— buying goods 
on credit can pay off the indebtedness prior 


° 


to the due date, then the borrower or buyer is 
entitled to a proportionate rebate of the 
credit charges by the application of a formula 
set out in the regulations. 


Itinerant sales 

Special provisions apply to “‘itinerant 
sellers,” which in general terms include any- 
one who regularly sells goods away from his 
permanent place of business. 

In the case of a cash purchase, when the 
price of the goods or services exceeds $50, the 
sales contract must be in writing and include 
the following :— 

e the name and address of both seller and 

buyer; 

e an adequate description of the goods; 

e the price of the goods and a detailed 
statement of the terms of payment; 

e astatement of any warranty or guarantee 
applying to the sale. If there is no such 
warranty or guarantee, the contract must 
say-so. 

And in addition, when the purchase price 
of the goods exceeds $50, and there is a credit 
charge, the purchaser must be furnished with 
the written statement required to be furnished 
in the case of buying goods on credit referred 
to above. 

The contract must be signed by the buyer 
and an originally signed copy must be given 
to the buyer. 

Under the Act, any person who buys goods 
worth $50-or more from an itinerant seller has 
the right to cancel the contract, provided he 
does so in writing, personally delivered or sent 
by registered mail, within three days of re-’ 
ceiving his copy of the contract. If the goods 
are not delivered, the period during which the 
contract may be cancelled is extended. 

If he cancels the contract, the buyer must 
return any goods he has already received and 
the seller must return any money or trade-in 
which he has received. 

When a-trade-in is involved, the goods 
given in trade only become the seller’s prop- 
erty after the three-day “cooling-off” period 
has expired without the buyer cancelling the 
contract. 


Advertising 

If a lender of money or seller of goods on 
time makes any reference in an advertisement 
to the interest rate which he charges for ex- 
tending credit then he is required to disclose 
the “true” interest rate, which includes all the 
charges and to which reference has already 
been made. 

If a lender of money or seller of goods on 
time makes no reference in an advertisement 
to the interest rate but does make reference to 


é 


other terms of credit, then the advertisement 
must contain every one of the following 
items:— 

e the sum to be actually received in cash 
by a borrower or the actual cash price 
of the goods (whichever is applicable): 

e the amount of the down-payment (if 
any); 

« the amount of each instalment; and 

e the number of instalments required to 
repay the total indebtedness, including 
the cost of borrowing. : 

No advertisement shall contain only one cr 

two of the above provisions. All or none must 
be included. 


Contracts relief 

The Act also empowers. a Judge, having 
regard to the risk and all the circumstances, 
to find that ingt 
action is excessive and that the transaction is 
harsh and unconscionable and thereupon to 
reopen the transaction and settle it upon such 
terms as he deems fit. 

The Act also deals with the assignment of 
negotiable instruments. 


Penalties 

Where the lender of money or seller of 
goods on time understates the cost of credit 
in the statement required to be disclosed prior 
to extending the credit, the borrower is only 
liable to pay the sum or rate so stated. 

In addition, substantial penalties are pro- 
vided for contravention of the Act and 
regulations. 


Exemptions 

As presently written the regulations do not 
extend to transactions involving mortgages 
or agreements for sale on the security of real 
property. Sales or credit extended to most 
industrial or commercial enterprises are also 
exempt. 


What you should do: 


The date on which the Act and regulations 
are to come into effect is January.1,1968. 
Borrowers and buyers should bear In mind 
that nothing in the Act and regulations re- 
lieves them of their responsibility of making 
careful decisions when considering a loan 
or a purchase on credit. All interested per- 
sons should make themselves familiar with 
the Act and regulations which can be ob- 
tained from the Queen's Printer, Pariia- 
ment Buildings, Victoria (price 15° cents 
each). ‘ 

Keep this notice as a reminder of your 
rights. For advice on the working of the Act 
and all regulations, see your qualified busi- 
hess adviser. nN

Marchena Island Stands 
above the sea like an altar 
above a cathedral floor, un- 
trammelled by humans, 
ministered to bya host of 
wildlife, ethereal, ‘and see 
ingly lost from the face of the 
earth, It was Powindah’s first 
anchorage in the Galapagos 
Islands. 

We found shelter in a tiny 
unnamed eove on its northern 
side, in the lee of the 
southeast trades. 

The local populace, a giant 
herd of sea lions, greeted our 
arrival with disgust and sent 
their leader out to inspect us. 


This enormous, battle- 
scarred bull sniffed. at the 
anchor chain, then swam 


around to the stern and butted 
the rudder, as though to 
ascertain whether. the boat 
wished to do him battle. 
Satisfied with Powindah’s re- 
sponse, the old man swam 
back to his harem, bellowing 
victoriously. 


Spectacular Beauty 


The_ cove was rimmed by 
lava rock giving it more the 
appearance of a cinder dump 
than an equatorial island. 

In spite ‘of this there was .a 
spectacular \beauty about the 
place that had us tumbling 
the dinghy into the water as 
soon as the sails were furled. 


As we approached the 
beach, none of the sea lions, 
except the giant bull, took 
much notice and he only 


followed the dinghy, at a 
discreet distance, 

On landing, a marine 
iguana, looking like a minia- 
ture prehistoric monster, 
scrambled into view. 

A brown hawk stood watch- 
ing us, no more afraid of 
humans than: the  ship’s 
parrot..Crabs dotted the black 
rocks like scattered rubies, 
for as the swells washed. over 
them sunlight brought them 
glittering into view again. 

It is no wonder that ex- 
plorers, ships of war, pirates 
and whalers have been glad to 
make the Galapagos Islands, 
for they could revictual their 
vessels simply by going 
ashore with a gudgel. At one 
time they almost stripped the 
islands of their giant land 
tortoises—their meat being 
regarded as a great delicacy. | 


Slaughter Prohibited 


Many’ of the whale boats | 
even cooked the tortoise flesh 
as they would whale blubber, 
in order to render the oil out 
of the meat. This, they 
claimed, was most superior 
for lighting compass lamps. 

Today, the islands are 
strictly governed by the_| 
Ecuadorian Navy. 

Laws have been passed 
prohibiting the slaughter of 
any wildlife indigenous to the 
islands and a society, under

Unfortunately Powindah had 
been set north of this port by 
at least five days sail and 
since it is -dangerous to 
navigate amongst the islands 
by night we had no alternative 
but to island hop during day- 
light hours south to San Cristo- 
bal. 

In doing so we visited many 
uninhabited coves and~ bays, 
most of them abounding in 
sea turtles and fish.-We saw 


giant manta rays, hammer- 
head sharks, and countless 
grouper, “a most excellent 


eating fish. 


Shoot from Dinghy 


When meal time approached 
I would simply row over to a 
likely looking patch of rock 
and, shooting from the dinghy, 
let fly at the nearest grouper 
or rock fish. In. this way we 
could select the size and type 
of ‘fish for the meal at hand.

most- beautiful of all the 
anchorages we stopped in, a 
pelican took to sitting on the 
prow of the dinghy as I 
skulked along looking for 
suitable dinner F 

As soon as the fish came 
aboard the bird would flap its 
wings like a gourmet beckon- 
ing to a waiter and ‘keep on 
doing so until I had fed him a 
portion of the catch, 

Upon arrival in Wreck Bay, 
San Cristobal Island, we 
learned that the commandant 
of the naval garrison is 
changed every year. 

Each new arrival makes his 
own “set of rules governing 
inhabitants of Galapagos and 
the comings and goings of sea- 
going craft, including those 
owned ~ by the. Ecuadorian 
fishermen. It is in the power 
of the commandant. to fine, 
throw in jail, or banish from 
the islands any one he 
pleases. 


Overtime Bill 


At “Wreck Bay. most com- 
mandants have a standard 
procedure’for incoming 
yachts. They. must anchor 
during office hours, or. be 
charged overtime; they can- 
not clear. on a weekend 
without being charged. over- 
time; failure to fly an Ecua- 
dorian courtesy flag results in 
a $15 fine. However, if one 
observes these preliminaries 
the officials will usually be 
more than cordial and _ per- 
haps may even sell you diesel 
fuel. 

In Powindah’s case 
managed to drop anchor at 
10:30 on a weekday morning, 
thus escaping the overtime; 
Pat had already sewn to- 
gether a gold, blue and red 
Ecuadorian flag, so our cof- 
fers were $15 richer; and 
when the port captain came 
aboard she made him a cup of

The body would then be 
placed in a cyrogenic capsule, 
immersed in a _ solution of 
liquid nitrogen and kept at a 
constant pressure and a temp- 
erature near minus 160 de- 
grees centigrade, This would 
keep molecular activity at a 
minimum.

The Memorial Society of 
British Columbia meets Sun- 
day to discuss ‘‘a threat to 
our existence,’ a spokesman 


said Friday. 

Mrs. Jean Mohart of Van- 
couver ‘said ‘the ‘‘threat”’ 
comes in the form of draft 
legislation by the funeral 
industry expected to come 


before the January session of 
the legislature. 

But the president of the 
B.C. Funeral Service Associa- 
tion, Gar- Jennings of Van- 
couver, said the bill is not a 
threat to the Memorial So- 
ciety: It aimed to educate 
undertakers and assure the 
pudlic of qualified funeral 
people. 

The Memorial Society, with 
more than 15,000 members, 
aims for simple and dignified 
funerals with specific costs 
quoted for each service.

Mrs. Mohart said the draft 


legislation is ‘‘an_ indirect 
attempt to get us under 
eontrol.”’ 


The draft suggests a Tegula- 
tory. board composed of the 
deputy health minister as 
chairman and five: other per- 
sons, ‘“‘of whom not less than 
three shall be licensed funeral 
directors or embalmers.” 

This board may grant or 
issue a certificate of qualifica- 
tion to a person who applies 
“and has had special training 
or experience as a funeral 
director or embalmer either 
in or outside B.C.” 

The board may, for cause, 
suspend the licence or permit 
of: any person ‘“‘for such 


tions as it deems proper.” 
It may: also. revoke 

certificate of qualification and 

cancel the licence or permit 


of any person for prescribed | 


causes.

ST. JOHN’S, Nfld. (CP) |

Eowever, one group of New- 
foundland fishermen is waiting 
to see whether the 12-mile ban} 
on trawler operation applied] 
also to Canadian vessels, which! 
they claim are crippling a cru- 
cial segment of the fishing in- 
dustry. | 

Longliner operators; near-wa- 
ter tishermen who work up to 20) 
miles offshore, cannot chase the 
fish stocks into ‘the ocean as do 
the deepsea fishermen. 

Conflicts -between the longli- 
ner—operators—and the deepsea} 
fishermen appear to be grow- 
ing, amid increasing reports of 
Canadian draggers cruising| 
close to land at night through 
gear set by. longliners during 
the day, 

GEAR DESTROYED | 

This gear, the longliner men 
tontend, is torn up and destroy- 
ed as the big deepsea vessels / 
ccoop. up fish. 

The deepsea draggers have 
been- prohibited from operating 
within_three_miles of the coast 
as protection for the “‘inshore’’ 
er dory fishermen. The longli- 
ner crews want this kind of out- 
right ban on all dragger fishing 
extended to 12 miles. 

Currently animosity between 
the: longliner crews and the 
dragger fishermen has been 
compared to the cattlemen - 
sheepherder conflicts of the*bld 
American west, but no real vio- 
lence has been reported. 

The men of one longliner fleet 
apparently have banded togeth- 
er in an attempt to secure evi- 
dence of thousands of dollars 
damage they say is being done} 
to their gear by the draggers. 

Levy Norris, operator of the 
Jongliner Georgia Diane out of 
Bay de Verde, Nfld., says he 
and others in the 10-boat Bay de 
Verde fleet have lost some 
$15,000 in gear this season, most 
of it in the last month, 

NET HAULED UP 

Mr. Norris said in an inter-| 
view he witnessed a trawler 
hauling up bits of gill net with 
her catch this summer and| 
other longliner men photo- 
graphed it. 

The pictures and statements 
were given to federal fisheries 
officials and the fishing com- 
pany involved indicated it would 
pay compensation, but none had 
been paid, 

The longliners carry 60-120 
gill nets, value $100 a net, which 
they set in 90-130 fathoms. of 
water_and mark, according to 
the law, with 60-inch plastic 
bupys and radar reflectors. 

Taeir annual catch of 6,- 
000,000-8,000,000 pounds is pro- 
cessed in a fish plant at Bay de 
Verde and the three or four men 
en ech longliner can clear $3,- 
600-$7,000 in a seven-month sea- 
son, he said. 

Bay de Verde is stuck out on 
the tip of a finger of land that 
Separates Trinity .and Concep- 
tion bays, the biggest indenta- 
tions on the east side of New- 
foundiand’s Avalon Peninsula. 


“Put Vichas 
Aid Before 
Legal Aid’ 


VANCOUVER (CP)—A Van- 
couver magistrate Friday said 
he would rather see public funds 
Spent on aiding victims of crime 
than on increased legal aid. 
Magistrate Les Bewley, speak-| 
ing at a convention of Certified} 
General Accountants of B.C., 
questioned the “alleged. neces- 
sity of greatly expanded legal 
aid, paid for by the taxpayer, 
for every person charged with a 
criminal offence."’ 

He claimed accused persons| 
get fair trials without being re- 
presented by lawyers. Prosecut- 
ors, said Magistrate Bewley, 
are supposed to present only 
the facts and not seek a con- 
viction—the courts seek justice. 

He said those who advocate 
universal legal aid do so on the 
mistaken assumption that the} 
criminal courts operate on an| 
adversary system, which would 
mean that no man could get a! 
fair trial. | 

“If it is a question of prior- 
{ties and, if public funds. are 
available, I would rather see a| 
system of payment or indemnity | 
for the victims of crime,” he 
said,

Memorial Society Sees 
Threat to Existence 


The Memorial Society of 
British Columbia meets Sun- 
day to discuss ‘‘a threat to 
our existence,"’ a spokesman 
said Friday. 

Mrs. Jean Mohart of Van- 
couver said the ‘‘threat”’ 
comes in the form of draft 
legislation by the funeral 
industry expected to 
before the January session of 
the legislature. 

But the president of the 
B.C. Funeral Service Associa- 
tion, Gar- Jennings of Van- 
couver, said the bill is not a 
threat to the Memorial So- 
ciety. It aimed .to educate 
undertakers’ and assure the 
pudlic .of qualified funeral 
people, 

- ‘The’ Memorial. Society, with 
more than 15,000 members, 
aims for simple and dignified 


‘funerals with. specific costs" 


quoted for each service. 


Mrs. Mohart said the draft 
legislation -is - ‘‘an indirect 
attempt to get us under 
control."’ 

The draft suggests a regula- 
tory board composed of the 
deputy health. minister as 
chairman and five other per- 
sons, ‘‘of whom not less »than 
three shall be licensed funeral 
directors or embalmers.” »: 

This board may grant or 
issue a certificate of qualifica- 
tion to a person who applies 
“and has had special training 
or experience’ as a funeral 
director or embalmer either 
in or outside B.C,” 

The board may, for cause, 
suspend the licence .or permit 
of ‘any person “‘for— such 


tions as it deems proper.” 

It. may also revoke — the 
certificate of qualification and 
cancel the licence or permit 
-of any person: for _prescribed 
causes.
